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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Initially, Applicant would like to express his appreciation to the Examiner for the detailed 
Official Action provided. Applicant further gratefully acknowledges the Examiner's indication 
of the allowance of claims 1-13 and the indication of the allowability of claims 14-31. Upon 
entry of the present paper, claims 1-31 will remain pending. Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the outstanding rejection, and allowance of all the claims 
pending in the present application. Such action is respectfully requested and is now believed to 
be appropriate. 

Applicant notes that the Examiner has maintained the provisional non-statutory double- 
patenting rejection of claims 14-31 in view of claims 14-31 of copending U.S. Patent Application 
No. 10/815,193. In response to this double-patenting rejection, Applicant encloses herewith a 
duly executed Terminal Disclaimer. 

Applicant is filing the enclosed Terminal Disclaimer merely to remove any issue as to 
whether the claims of the above-identified application and those of U.S. Patent Application No. 
10/815,193 in any way conflict. However, neither Applicant nor the Assignee intends to make 
any representation as to whether the invention defined by any of the claims of either the present 
application or U.S. Patent Application No. 10/815,193 would have been obvious in view of the 
other or whether an obviousness-type double patenting rejection would be appropriate if the 
enclosed terminal disclaimer were not filed. Applicant emphasizes that the terminal disclaimer is 
being filed only to expedite the allowance of the pending claims. 
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Thus, Applicant respectfully submits that each and every pending claim of the present 
application meets all requirements for patentability, and respectfully requests the Examiner to 
indicate the allowance of each and every pending claim in the present application.

The dependent claims set forth additional 
basis for their patentability in accordance with their recited limitations as well as in accordance 
with the particular limitations of the respective base claims.
